The Bconomist has a very wousihle article on 
the vagaries ‘of.the F4ir-Traders and Bi-motal- 
lists of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
“Time was,” saya the writer, “when the mon 
of Manchoster, wore cuaracterized bya spirit of 
sturdy. self-reliance, and: asked! nothing better 
than thot they shoald be left free to fight thoir 
own indnstrial battles; but if thele Chamber of 
Gommerce ia to be regarded as’ a: truly. repre- 
sontativa institution, they must have aadly de- 
toriorated, Now they svem.to live in perpetual 
fear of their foreign competitor, and a project 
bas only to be presented to them in: the guise of 
& blow to be atrnck against their dreaded, rivals 
to ensure. its ready ‘acceptance by them, . The 
question with them is no longer, ‘What can 
wo'do to help ourselves P* but ‘what oan. we 
do to injnre:-onr compotitors P’. and whothor 
the injury is to be inflicted upoo foreigners or 
ppon onr fellow.subjects in India appears to 
be o matter. bf, perfect’ indifference.” This is 
ko munch: to' the ‘point’ that it might have 
been penned in 9 Bombay uewspaper office, A 
fow years ago the same members of the Colontts 
Chamber were shonting in the uame of Pres 
Tada for the abolition of the [ndian cotton im- 
port duties, now in the name of Fair Trade they 
are calling for tha imposition of an import dut;
